Wllkeibare. Pa., Oct. 22— Thou 
sands of men have begun work re- 
pairing the mii^es and placing th« col- 
leriet in condition for the general re- 
■umptlon of cual mining, which will 
take place throughout the anthracite 
region. Th<isc men who arc (iitectly 
engaged in cutting and handling coal 
will not under the decision of the con- 
TcnUon return to the mines unUi 
Tharsdajr. While there were thou- 
sands of men who were able to again 
begin earning their daily bread 
there were hundreds who war* dliap> 
pointed when they applied to the su- 
perintendents of the coUeries where 
they were formerly employed. Tli< y 
were principally eteam men en- 
gineers, firemen and pump runners 
who struck on June 2 for an S-hour 
day, and also help the miners within 
their battle. These men wanted their 
old places back, but in many instances 
the company oiflcials refused to dis- 
charge those who stood by them dur- 
ing the strike.* There were many In 
the Wyoming yalley, however, who 
were fortunate enough to find employ- 
ment 

The company ofllcials maintain they 
will not discriminate against union or 

nonunion men , and that work will be 
given all when there are vacancies. 
During the strike the companies were 
compelled to employ many incompe- 
tent men to help keep the mines free 
from water or fnuii "'^ii<nv.in,i;'" as a 
result of the lack uf pKipcr timbering. 
The majority of these worlanen are 
■till in the employ of the companies 
and strikers feel tbey will gradually 
be dismissed and the more competent 
workmen engaged. A mine worker 
who came into the union headquarters 
from South WUkesbarre said: "The 
luperintendents are turning down a 
good many men on the ground that 
they are not needed. This is only a 
bluff, and they will be glad to get our 
men in a day •or two. The workmen 
they have are in most cases green, 
and will not be tolerated about the 
collieries When the miners begin work- 
ing full time to catch up w ith the di'- 
mand for coal. The companies will 
Bot take the risk of bavlng men kill- 
ed or mines wrecked through the 
mistakes of some new man." Although 
the strike is over, the path of the 
nonunion workmen is still a thorny 
one. They are disliked by the union- 
ists, and it is not expected the rela- 
tions between them will be improved 
when they get into iIh' mines together. 
Reports were received here that 
scores of nonunion men have given up 
their positions and are leavl.ng the 
region 

President Mitchell began tho work 
of preparing the miners side of the 
case for presentation to the arbitra- 
tion committee. He will be the lead- 
ing representative of the workmen 
before the tribunal, and will gather 
around him such exports in anthracite 
mining as will be necessary to proper- 
ly present the case to the commission. 
He said he did not know when 'be 
would make his first apearance before 
the commission. 

Delay In Operating. 

PottSTllle, Pa., Oct. 22. Several of 
the collieries in the Sehuykill region 
are not in condition to resume full 
handed, and some workmen will be 
obliged to wait for some we^ and 
perhaps m( nibs before they can be 
reinstated. This number, however, 
will be comparatively small. Many 
of the pump runers' engineers and 
Others have already returned to their 
posts and are working.

NEW UOVERNMENT OF OHIO CITIES. 



Repiibllv-aiis Who Voted Against the 
CbMBge Their Votes— bes- 
•lo* Lasted MoMtly 
Two Months. 



Columbus. O., Oct 22.— At high 
noon the spectel Session of the legis- 
lature come to an end. the purpose for 
which U was called havlBt flna- 
ally cons^mated after a seaion of 
nearly two months. 

The municipal code bill has passed 
both houses, has been signed by 
Speaker McKlnnon and Lieutenant 
Governor Gordon and la therefore now 
a law. 

The senate, by a vote of 21 to 12, 
adopted the report of the conference 
coamittee on the municipal code, and 
the house, by a vote of 66 to 86, con- 
curred in it. The senate also concur- 
red In the house amendments to the 
Royer bill, re];>eallng the Royer act, 
which limited the Jnrledlction of the 
supreme conrt, and that measure is 
now a law. 

It was expected that all Democrats 
in the senate would vote against the 
bill, as they did, but Senators Burn- 
ham, Council, Chamberlain and Jud- 
eon (Reps.) also cast their votes 
against it, while Senator Wirt was 
absent. The vote stood 16 to 16 at 
roUcall and the report was rejected. 
After a conference tho Republican 
senators who registered against the 
code changed their votes, and the re- 
sult was rec<jrded 21 Republicans vot- 
ing for and 12 Democrats against it. 

In the house, when the committee's 
report was presented, the reading of 
the code was dispensed with. Messrs. 
Garrison, Bracken and Stage (Dems.) 
spoke against the measure, and then 
the roUcall was demanded. One Re- 
publican, Mr. Price ot Athens, voted 
against the code, but later changed 
bis vote. Three Democrats, Messrs. 
Partington of Shelby. Clyburn of High- 
land and Sharp of Fairtleld, voted for 
it. There were 6.4 votea oast for and 
35 against the report. 

The first election under the new 
code will be held the first Monday in 
April and the new officers will take 
their seats the first Monday in .May. 
All present city officers go out, ex- 
cept in the police, lire and health de- 
partments. where they can be removed 
only for cause. 

Present councils redistrlct the cities 
and fix the number of members of tae 
boards of public service and public 
safety and the compensation of all the 
new officials to be elected and ap- 
pointed under the proviaiona of the 
code.

Vote Sa Cede Dauioh islands to 

United States Tie. 
. Copenhagen. Oct 22.— The lands- 
thing rejected the second reading of 
the bill providing for the ratification 
of the treaty between Denmark and< 
the United States in regard to the ces- 
sion of the Danish West Indies to the 
latter cotintry. The vcte stood 32 to 
32, a tie. The announcement caused 
the greatest excitement In the house, 
and demonatratlon on the part of the 
spectators. 

In the voting there was one absten- 
tion, the Rightists and two Independ- 
ent Conservatives opposed the bill. 
The Leftists and six Independent Con- 
servatives supported it. The vote was 
taken without any (b bate ami the re- 
sult was greeted with mingled cheers 
and shouts of disapprobation. Crown 
Prince Frederick, all the ministers 
and many members of the diplomatic 
corps and mrnil)ers of the folkething 
were present. The public galleries 
were crowded. 



Created No Surprise. 
Washington. Oct. 22.— The state 
department was advised of the action 
Of the landesthing in rejecting the 

treaty of cession. The action causes 
little suriirise. The officials here are 
not precisely advised as to the legis- 
lative poslsbilitles in Denmark, but 
even assuming that action Is final for 
the present session, they are disposed 
to view th(> situation philosophically 
resting in the belief that it will only 
be a short time before Denmark will 
tire of making good a deficit in the 
revenues of the islands and let us 
have them. 



Questions the Premier. 

London, Oct. 22.— William O'Brien 

created considerable exrlti^ment 
among his feiow Nationalists in the 
hf)U8e of commons by requesting Pre- 
mier Balfour regarding President 
Roosevelt's letter to the convention of 

the United Irish league at Boston, 
Mass. Mr. O'Hrien asked the premier 
if he had observed Mr. Roosevelt sent 
a letter and whether in view of future 
friendly relations betwen the United 
States and Great Hritain ho could 
make any anouneenient that this coun- 
try was not indisposed to learn wis- 
dom regarding Irish affairs from the 
head of a great and friendly nation.

Hull, who built the "Cardiff Giant.' is 
dead. HuU, wbo was something of an 
Inventor, was credited with manufac- 
turing in 1868 the figure mentioned. 
It was said to have be<^n made from 
stone secured near Fort Dodge, la., 
"The Cardiff Giant" was taken to 
Cardiff, the story runs, and was later 
dug up as a relic of prehistoric races. 
It caused considerable speculation at 
the time and waa widely disoused. 

Pfve Were Drowned.

CiiiCAfio, Octobet -I.— The Interna- 
tion Harvester Company, capital $120,- 
000,000, which is to oontiol the world's 
output of harvesting machines, is being 
put into shape rapidly. All of the de- 
tails have bean amumad, and all of the 
various plants are now the property of 
the International Harvester Company. 

The amount raised for tioancing the 
combination was $(>5, 000, 000, half of which 
is to be devoted to paying ott' minority 
stockholders in the companies merged, 
the balance to form the working capital 
of the big corporation. Oyroa McCor- 
mick is the heaviest individual etook- 
hoider, with William Peering ranking 
second. There is nb official news being 
given out as to the future, but it is gen- 
erally believed that tbe working con- 
tracts went into effect September 1. The 
Milwaukee Harvester Company's ofHcial 
stall has been reduced to one-fourth. 

Although the stock of the new com- 
pany will be oOered for sale there is no 
intention of listmg it on any exchange. 
In this particular tbe new company will 
follow out to a certain extent the ex- 
closiveness which baa always marked 
the progress and management of har- 
vester oompaniee. Tbe general price of 
harveeters and binders will be raised to 
f IL') or thert^abouts. Last year one or 
two of tbe firms in the combine sold 
theee macbinee for less than tlOO. 

It is figured that the earnings of the 
new concern for the initial year ending 
September 1, 1903. will be in excess of 40 
per cent, on the capital stock, taking the 
business of ail companies for the previous 
year aa a basis. The intention at present 
is to pay 12 per cent, annually, and tbe 
balance over and above dividends will 
go into tbe sorploa. 

In its financial aapect the company is 
the strongest corporation in the United 
States. Plans for conducting the busi- 
ness on economical lines are already 
under way. In ite "general agents" de* 
partment tiie force will be reduced from 
300 to 75, effecting a saving of at least 
$500,000 annoallf. Tba naw concern baa 
little to fear in the way of opposition, 
it controls tbe right on harvesting pat- 
ents which will not azpira for many 
years. The principal reason for aniuisi- 
tion of the Milwaukee plant was princi- 
pally in tbe valuable patents controlled 
by it At present tbe companies in- 
terested Hf apparently acting indepen- 
danUj.
